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It's looking like two sta¬ 
tions of the Fort Erie Fire 
Department (FEFD) will be 
working more closely 
together than they already 
do. 

At Monday night's meet¬ 
ing, council approved a 
report for informational 
purposes to co-locate sta¬ 
tions 1 and 2, under the 
same roof at the new facility 
that is to be built on Central 

The stations would not be 
amalgamating, but simply 
be based out of the same 
location. 

"As the site is located 
directly between the two 
districts, there will not be 
any major operational chal¬ 
lenges associated with this 
co-location," said chief 
Larry Coplen in the report 
that was approved by local 
politicians. 

Both fire stations will 
operate independendy out 
of the same station, main¬ 
taining the current organi¬ 
zational structure, as well 
as skills and equip¬ 
ment inventory, 
reads the staff 
report. 

The project's 
overall budget is 
$3.5 million. 

The architectural 
steps will cost the 
Town of Fort Erie 
slightly less than 
$160,000, after 
$200,000 was set 
aside for this pur¬ 
pose. A total of 
$312,000 has been 
spent on land 
acquisition, geo¬ 
technical services 
and architectural 

Early in 2012, 
three committees 
will need to be 
struck to focus on 
building design, 
association transi¬ 
tion and operation¬ 
al transition. The 
facility will be built 
to replace station 
no. 2 on Jarvis Street 


that has been deemed no 
longer suitable for the 
needs of the fire depart- 

The hall will service two 
wards in Greater Fort Erie, 
but also provide a venue 
for special events. 

"In addition to the day- 
to-day use of the building 
as a fire station, efforts have 
been taken into account to 
ensure that the facility is a 
true community asset," 
said Coplen in the report. 

Considering the site's 
close proximity to the Fort 
Erie Railroad Museum, the 
building will have local his¬ 
tory incorporated into the 


in February 2012. The proj¬ 
ect will be tendered in 
March 2012 and a construc¬ 
tion contract will be award¬ 
ed in April. 

It is expected the facility 
will be complete in 
December 2012 and a full 
opening will take place in 
Spring 2013.

If you are making the stuffing ahead: Transfer the cooked vegetable mixture to a large bowl. Let cool and refrigerate in 
an airtight container for 24 hours. Mix with bread cubes before stuffing the bird. 

Stuff the turkey at both ends with this mixture, (see our Roast Turkey Recipe for directions on stuffing the bird).

Anzovino, 18, was criti¬ 
cally injured following a 
two-car crash on Boxing 


Day 2009 on Highway 3 
between Fort Erie and Port 
Colborne. She was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Welland 
County General Hospital. 

On Wednesday, a two- 
man, three-woman inquest 
jury issued 27 recommen¬ 
dations aimed at prevent¬ 
ing similar deaths in the 

They include a number 
of recommendations that 
focus on pre-hospital care 
of trauma patients. 

The jury had heard testi¬ 
mony from paramedics 
that a standard issued by 
the Ministry of Health and 
Long-Term Care that limits 
the amount of time a 
patient can spend in the 
back of an ambulance 
before the vehicle leaves 
for a hospital is often dif¬ 
ficult to achieve. 

The jury called for all 
Ontario EMS operators to 
ensure paramedics under¬ 


stand that "load and go" is 
an expected standard and 
is to be met unless excep¬ 
tional circumstances exist. 

Where the standard is 
not met, appropriate doc¬ 
umentation and an inci¬ 
dent report would be filed 
for review. 

Niagara EMS is eager to 
begin consulting with part¬ 
ner agencies on the rec¬ 
ommendations, Smith 
said, as the collaboration 
will result in improve¬ 
ments to all aspects of 
patient care. 

"Our paramedics, we 
believe, are some of the 
best paramedics in the 
province, if not the coun¬ 
try," he said. 

"There are things we do 
today that are models for 
the rest of the province, 
but that's not to say there's 
not an opportunity to look 
at new processes and new 
clinical practices." 

The jury also recom¬ 
mended the Ontario 
Ministry of Training, 
Colleges and Universities 
examine the existing cur¬ 
riculum of paramedic edu¬ 
cation to ensure there's 
adequate education in 
trauma care. 


The jury also called for 
the Anzovino case to be 
used as an educational 
example for base hospitals 
and all paramedic training 
in Ontario. 

Better documentation 
by EMS workers was also 
recommended by the jury. 

"That's not easy in our 
environment," said John 
Cunnane, chief of Niagara 
EMS. 

"Patient care is more 
important, there's no ques¬ 
tion about that, but we will 
be reviewing our docu¬ 
mentation and time stan- 

Cunnane also extended 
condolences to the 
Anzovino family on behalf 
of Niagara EMS. 

"We definitely can't for¬ 
get that this family lost a 
daughter in a very tragic 
accident," he said. 

"Our thoughts are very 
much with them, especial¬ 
ly since it's nearing the 
anniversary of that tragic 
evening." 

Sue Matthews, interim 
president and CEO at the 
Niagara Health System, 
offered a similar senti¬ 
ment.

Meanwhile, there were 
no recommendations that 
specifically addressed the 
issue that originally 
launched the inquest. 

When the inquest began 
in late October, the jury 
was asked to look at wheth¬ 
er the NHS's controversial 
decision to close the emer¬ 
gency departments at 
DouglasMemorialHospital 
in Fort Erie and Port 
Colborne General Hospital 
played a role in Anzovino's 

Numerous medical 
experts testified that 
Anzovino had suffered 
such critical internal inju¬ 
ries that she likely would 
not have survived even if 
she had been taken to a 
trauma centre. 

The jury did recom¬ 
mended that the NHS con¬ 
duct a feasibility study 
with the Local Health 
Integration Network 
(LHIN) to look into the 
possibility of centralizing 
trauma care at a single 
NHS site. 

Matthews said the NHS 
is now in the process of 
reviewing the recommen¬ 
dations and preparing to 
meet with partner agen¬ 
cies named in the recom¬ 
mendations, including 
NEMS. 

"We will work with our 
local partners to work 
through the recommenda¬ 
tions," she said. 

"We'll also try to keep 
the public informed of our 
progress as we go along."

Snowmobile users riding to new sidewalk rule 


As soon as the first major 
snowfall arrives, many local 
snowmobile enthusiasts will 
be seen out and about getting 
use out of their machines. 

But if they don't abide by the 
rules that were set previously 
in March and a recent amend¬ 
ment to a by-law, approved by 
council last month, violators 
could see a fine of $250. 

An enforcement mecha¬ 
nism is now in place for the 
Niagara Regional Police to 
issue a provincial offence to 
individuals riding on any side¬ 
walk in Fort Erie. 

This fine is also consistent 
with the parks and beaches by¬ 
law fine, which makes it an 
offence to operate a motorized 
vehicle along the Friendship 
Trail. 

A $100 fine is in place for 
failing to display a registration 


number and snow-mobilers 
are also required to operate 
only during permitted hours. 
Riding between 12 am. and 6 
am. on any day is prohibited. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen
